To Unshrink Wool 

Canberra 

A revolutionary process for 
shrink-proofing wool has been 
developed, the Australian Com¬ 
monwealth Scientific and Indus¬ 
trial Research Organization re¬ 
ports. 

The process is expected to have 
a profound impact on the wool 
and textiles industry. It would 
enable woolen garments to stand 
any condition of machine wash¬ 
ing likely to be met in practical 
use. 

Fabric knitted from treated 
yarn and subjected for four 
hours in a washing machine 
showed less than 1 percent 
shrinkage, officials said. 

Patents have been sought in 
the major wool-consuming coun¬ 
tries. 


On The Lawn 

with LARRY LAWRENCE 


I often wondered whether people 
really stopped to study those big 
colored pictures of lawn weeds 
that are displayed in so many i 
garden departments, i got my I 
answer last Saturday. Down at 
my local store there must have 
been nine or ten people crowded 
around one of the circular ex¬ 
hibits. They were studying. 

This is the season of course. 
When a man walks behind a 
spreader or lawn mower in Spring 
he gets a close-up of weeds that 
aren’t so obvious from the living 
room window. They offend his 
eye and rouse his pugnacious in¬ 
stincts. And, of course, he wants 
to know die villains names so 
that he can eradicate them with 
certainty. Hence the seasonal in¬ 
terest in weed identification. 

If you have strange weeds in 
your own lawn and your dealer 
doesn’t have a "w f eed-o-rama”, 
don’t despair. Dig up a sample, 
wrap it in metal foil without 
added moisture and mail it to 
Scotts, Marysville, Ohio. They’ll 
tell you what it is and how to 
get rid of it. Or if you’ve got a 
whole -variety of offenders, ask 
for their 1966 Lawn Book (free) 
which contains life size color 
photographs of the twenty most 
common weeds.

Acting Postmaster Robert R. 
PeForge today urged local citi¬ 
zens who have funds on deposit 
in the abolished Postal Savings 
System to convert their holdings 
into United States Savings 
Bonds. 

“Postmaster General Lawrence 
F. O’Brien, who is chairman of 
the Federal Savings Bonds Cam¬ 
paign, has appealed to the 930,- 
000 Americans who have $285,- 
000,000 on deposit with the Post 
Office Department to convert 
their investments into United 
States Savings Bonds,” Mr. De- 
Forge stated. 

“I join him in urging local citi¬ 
zens who have Postal Savings Ac¬ 
counts to make that change which 
will be of great benefit to both 
themselves and our country. Sav¬ 
ings Bonds offer every advantage 
of convenience and security for¬ 
merly available through Postal 
Savings Certificates plus many 
other advantages unique to Sav¬ 
ings Bonds.” 

Among those special advan¬ 
tages, the Agawam Postmaster 
said, are Savings Bonds' new, 
higher interest rate of 4.15 per 
cent and “the great intangible 
benefit of supporting our country 
in the fight for freedom in the 
wcft-ld and for economic progress 
and security here at home.” 

Mr. DeForge said details about 
the procedure for conversion can 
be obtained from the postmaster ! 
of any Postal Savings Depository 
Post Office (which includes Aga¬ 
wam) . 

The Postal Savings System, in 
operation since January 1, 1911, 
was discontinued April 27, 1966, j 
by Act of Congress. The Post Of- j 
fice Department presently is li- j 
quidating its accounts and on j 
July 1, 1967, will transfer all un¬ 
claimed assets of the System to 
the Treasury Dept. 

The decision to abolish the Pos-j 
tal Savings System was made be¬ 
cause of declining interest in it 
by the general public as a savings ( 
and investment medium. Higher 1 
interest rates paid by financial 
institutions and other means of 
investment had attracted the bulk 
of funds which formerly went 
into Postal Savings and the con¬ 
venience factor was negated by 
expanded hours of service by 
banks. 

The original purpose of the 
Postal Savings System were to 
(1) get money out of hiding, (2) 
attract the savings of immigrants 
who were accustomed to saving 
at post offices in their native 
countries, (3) provide safe de¬ 
positories for people who had lost I 
confidence in private banks and 1 
(4) provide more convenient de¬ 
positories for savings of working 
people who were unable to bank 


during regular banking hours. 

“Those purposes have long 
since been fulfilled,” Postmaster 
DeForge commented, “and, as 
Mr. O'Brien has emphasized, no 
greater new purpose could now 
be served by funds on deposit in 
the Postal Savings System than 
to put them to work for Amer¬ 
ica in the form of United States 
Savings Bonds.”

“There is presently no over-all 
shortage of pennies, nickels, 
dimes, or quarters, the coins most 
essential to commerce,” the Gov¬ 
ernment Operations Committee 
said in a report to the House. 

But the committee said there 
is an enigmatic shortage of half 
dollars. “Neither their intrinsic 
nor numismatic value would ap¬ 
pear to warrant, their being held 
out of circulation,” the report 
said, “yet although more than 481 
million Franklin half dollars were 
minted between 1948 and 1963, 
and more than 450 million Ken¬ 
nedy half dollars have been is¬ 
sued, only relatively small num¬ 
bers circulate.”

THERE'S NO SURE THING 

, You can't miss! Or can you? 

With exciting reports of fishing 
•rolling in from lakes over the 
southern half of the country, it’s 
difficult to understand why any¬ 
one going afloat should not bring 
| home a bushel of big bass. 

Yet it happens often, say the 
fishing experts at Mercury out¬ 
boards, usually to the angler who 
neglects the basic rules of iisli 
finding. 

Despite their willingness to 
j strike, springtime bass must be 
stalked almost as deliberately as 
during any other time of year, but 
not necessarily in the same 
j locations. 

Small fish can be found in the 
shallows, as they quickly respond 
to warming conditions first noted 
in bays and along the flats. Sur¬ 
face and shallow-running lures 
will usually give better results 
than natural baits. 

To discover the big fish, you’ll 
have to work the bottom, as in 
any season. Though lunkers make 
feeding forays into the shallows, 
they tend to spend most of their 
hours in the intermediate regions. 
To reach them, select deep-run¬ 
ning or bottom bumping lures. 

Time of day is less critical dur¬ 
ing this period than a few months 
from now. If you want to sleep 
late, go ahead. Several hours of 
sunshine may be required to pro¬ 
voke underwater activity. 

If you approach springtime bass 
fishing in a methodical manner, 
you can’t miss, assert the Mercury 
folks. But you still must fish in 
the right places.

LOADING 

Never step on the gunwale of a 
small boat (it’s pronounced “gun¬ 
nel” and refers to the top edge of 
the boat’s side). Step as nearly in 
the center of the craft as possible. 
Step aboard, don’t jump, and use 
your hands to steady yourself. 
Never let your fingers come be¬ 
tween the gunwale and dock. Don't 
carry your Mercury outboard or 
other gear aboard.

White, Jr. Aboard 
Cutter Chincoteague 

USCGC CHINCOTEAGUE — 
(FHTNC)—-Fireman Lyman F. 
White, Jr., USCG, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lyman F. White of 
20 Royal St., Agawam, is cur¬ 
rently deployed to Ocean Station 
“Echo,” 1500 miles east of Cape 
Hatteras, N. C., aboard the Coast 
Guard Cutter Chincoteague, op¬ 
erating out of Norfolk, Va. 

An ocean station vessel, the 
cutter rotates with other cutters, 
standing month-long watches at 
sea performing a multi-purpose 
task. 

On station as part of the U. S. 
contribution to the International 
Civil Aviation Organization, the 
vessel collects weather data for 
use by transoceanic flights, and 
provides a navigational check¬ 
point for aircraft by confirming- 
positions through radar “fixes” 
and sending radio beacon nava- 
gational signals. 

Her other duties include sci¬ 
entific studies of the ocean, 
which includes taking water sam¬ 
ples, wave measurements and 
collecting samples of microscopic 
plant life for the Coast Guard 
Oceanographic Unit in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. 


Directors of the West Spring- 
field Co-operative Bank have 
voted a dividend of $177,842 for 
the quarter ended April 13, and 
Earle C. Harvey, treasurer and 
executive officer, said this is the 
largest quarterly dividend ever 
paid by the bank since its found¬ 
ing in 1897. The dividend was 
payable May 11. 

Mv. Harvey said that income 
of the West Springfield Co-oper¬ 
ative Bank for the quarter ended 
April 13 was $236,700, also a 
record figure. 

He told the directors that earn¬ 
ings for the past 12 months were 
$925,829, a new high figure, and 
that the record high dividend 
payout for the year amounts to 
$678,905, representing 73 per¬ 
cent of earnings. 

Discussing the bank’s dividend 
schedule, Mr. Harvey announced 
that West Springfield Co-opera¬ 
tive Bank has introduced saving 
certificates, paying 4 Vs percent 
interest, with interest beginning 
on the day of deposit. There are 
no withdrawal restrictions. 

“I am confident that this new 
savings certificate plan, with its 
competivfc rate, will attract addi¬ 
tional thrift attention,” Mr. Har¬ 
vey said. The savings certificates 
provide a fourth savings category 
at the bank. 

The director voted to continue 
the present rates of 4 Mi percent 
on serial shares, 4 Vs percent on 
paid-up shares,- and 434 percent 
on savings accounts. 

The bank’s total assets on 
April 13 had reached the record 
figure of $19,170,961, an increase

of $1,270,491 over the year-ago 
figure of $17,900,470, with Mr. 
Harvey noting that West Spring- 
field Co-operative Bank had just 
passed the milestone $19 million 
mark in assets. 

Savings deposits on April 13 
totaled $16,549,226, an increase 
of $756,027 over the $15,793,199 
a year ago. Mortgage loans on 
April 13 were $16,028,311, com¬ 
pared with $15,050,873 a year 
ago, a gain of $977,437. 

“Savings and mortgage activity 
are at good levels, and West 
Springfihld Co-operative Bank is 
continuing its record of. good 
growth,” Mr. Harvey said.
